lav'd, and without which Speer of Chrift in Love to God, no Man 
can poſſibly be faved. | 


Fer God 1s ſaid to be Love, and it ts the Word that was wit! 
God, and the Word that was God, and the Word that was made 
Fleſh in Chriſt, which was begotten frgm all Eternity in God, 
the Fathers Spirit of Life ; and from which Spirtt of Life and 
Love, doth proceed the Holy Spirit in Wiſdom, a Trinity of 
Spirits ; and but one Spirit inſeparable from Gods Spirit, whicl 
was breathed into. the Noſtrils of Man, and was perfe& in Adam 
till he defiled it in himſelf, and in all his Poſterity ; by which, 
meaos+4they were all after him Born in Sin : Far the Firit Born 
Spirit af Life, being without Chriſts Spirit of Love, doth vary 
framithe Spirit of Gad, and is hawraly of it ſalf (being without 
Love) a ſinfully iochned Spirit. Theretore, as Chriſt ſaid, Ye wu 
be born again, or ye cannot enter into the Kingdom of Heavens

may become the true Image and Likeneſs of. Gods Spirit, as at 
Arſt in.

Wiſdom proceed from Man : Therefore, there ' can be no Salva: 
tion for Man, without His Spirit be made perfe&t, as God the Fa- 
: thers Spirit is perfe&t, a Trinity in Unity, with Life, Love and 
Wiſdom. For the Firſt Bora-wordly Spirit of Life in Man, hath 
a natural love to the World, and cannot enjoy the Kingdom of 
. God without it be born again with Chriſts' Heavenly Spirit, in 
$ love to God more than ta the World. 


1 So that all other things, in the Duties, Rices and Ceremonies 
of ſeveral Religions, are but Circumſtances, Forms and Pertainan- 
ces, tothe gaining, preſerving, nourifhing,and increaſing this Spis

e ing born into the World only wich a worldly Spirit,) whereby 

, the Soul of Man before he goes out of the World, may become a 

Heavenly Spirit, refined, htted, and prepared for the Heavenly 

k Kingdom.

a On which Spirit of Chriſt in Iove to Gad, aad love to Man, 
, hangs all the Law and the Prophets, Mat. 22. 40. And in which 
6 is the Fultiling of the Law, Rem. 13, 10. And the Gentiles 
c which have not the Law, are a Law unta themſelves, which 
ſhews the Works of the Law written in their Hearts, Rom. 2. 14. 
For all Nations and different Religions throughaut the Univerſe, 
E doall agree from their Hearts in this one main Pringipal Point of 
: Religion, Thes nave cay. be (amad withens {gue to Gydy. (tho (hey

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know not the ſpiritual Reaſon for it,) and they do all naturally 
know in their Hearts what is Good and what is Evil, their Con- 
ſciences bearing them witneſs, and their Thouguts acculing or 
exculing one another, werſ. 15. 


So that to the Chriſtians, it is demonſtrated by rhe Scripture 
the true Principle of Religion; how to worſbip God iz Spirit and in 
14th, («hich can ozly be by the true Spirit of Chriſt in love to ..0d ; ) 
And unto the Genriles, it 1s dentonſtrated from the Law written 1n 
their Hearts ; they naturally «worſhipping God, with the Spurit 
of Chriſt in love to God, having: a Beliet in God, /wherein con- 
fits the Faith in Chriit,) by whom they are ſaved through 
Chriſt, For whom God will have mercy, on whom he will have mercy. 
And doubtleſs, thoie Greek and Roman Heathens, Socrates, Plato, 
and Seneca, &e. who lived up to the [triftne(s of Vertue, and did 
ſerve God/1n the only true Religion) with the true Spirit of Chriit, 
in Spirit, and in Truth, in Love to God, tho they could not then 
define what God was, as hath been fince by Scripture revealed, 


Therefore Chriſtians (tho' they be in the Right and True 
way, with a ſufficiency for their Salvation 'through Scripture) 
do;extreamly err in the under{tanding for what Religion was 
ordained, and alſu in the Principle and true Eſſence from 
whence its .grounded, -whereon hangs. all the Law and: the 
Prophets, and in which ti the ſulfiliiog of the Law in the love 
to God and Man, /and in the obſerving of which, Mankind 
are mo{t inconſiderately defeQive,) for without true Obedience 
11 the keeping God's Commands, and ia -{trictnels. thereof :to 
the Love of Man, - / there -can- be no Love: to God, nor no 
Salvation, nor the Spirit of- God 1n that Man, or ihis 'Religt- 
on, - where there 15 a- breach- of - Love againſt either God or 
; Man; or their Laws-and Commandments ; For he that loves 
Cod -will keep his Commanaments, ani he «that laves nat God will 
wot keep his Commandments, Johni4. 23,24. Thedame: maybe

ſaid of Man ;* he that” loves 'Man will ' keep his Command» 
ments, aQively or paſlively ; and he is 4 har that ſaith he loves 
God, and deth not love his Brother, for he who loveth God, doth 
love his - Brother alſo, 1 John 4. 20, 21. For Man is the repre» 
ſentative of God's Spirit, and God in Trinity doth dwell in 
Man, who neyer was, nor can Pey/oxally be ſeen TrankiQting 
in- any thing, but by, and through Chriſt, Angels, :or Mea ; 
therefore it 1s ſaid 1n the 1 The/. 4. 8. Whoſoever deſpiſeth Man, 
aeſpiſeth not Man but Ged. | |

For all Mankind' are Members of: Chriſt, and: are -created 
from one and the ſelf ſame Spirit of God ; he deviding his 
Spirit to every Man ſeverally as it pleaſeth him, 1 Cor. 12, 4, 1th 
Or it may be ſaid God transforming his own Spirit into the 
ſeveral ſhapes.of Mankind like himfcelt, fo that had all. Men one 
Trinitarian Spirit in PerfeQion (as Aw -at tirt had,) they 
would all unanimoully agree together with one Soirit, in Lite, 
Love, and Wiſdom, as one Man, after the likeneſs of God, and 
live according to .-his Will and Pleaſuce. 


But- by Adam's deſtroying himſelf and Poſterity, .. Chriſt's 
Lamb's Spirit in love to God; it hath brought variance and 
ſtrife into the World, for -want of the true Lizhr of Chriſt's 
Spirit- of Love (which is the light of the World) to :regutate 
them ; For without which, their Spirits will be no more fir 
for Heaven than the Spirit of Devils, who have only the Spi- 
rit of Life, without Love or. Wiſdom. 


Therefore God of his mercy and cotnpaſſivn to Mankind, 
did from the beginning ſpread forth his Commandmeats into 
all the hearts of Men; and in a more particular manner, by 
expreſs word to his Ele&; that they ſhould be unanimous in 
keeping thoſe Commandmems, whereby: to increaſe 'and -in- 
flame their Spirits 1a Love of 'God and one another; to: be» 

come

"- come one, as God and Chriſt are one; and to. live a peace- 
able, quiet, heavenly I:ic on Earth, as if they were even in 
Heavea : It being the main ead for which Religion was pro- +. 
pagated, to reſtore Man to the fick Purity of his Father 4: 
aam. 


So that all Religion thro' the Commands of God, and the 
Preſident and Precept of Chriſt by Scriprure (wherein lies Man's 
Service to God) are but to admoniſh, put, and- keep us in 
mind of our' ſtrict Obedienge and Duty toward God and to« 
ward Man; that Man may recover the loft Spirit of Chriſt, 
to become the perfeX Image and Likenefs of God, as at his firſt 
Creation, thereby to redeem him from the Captivity of Satan, 
who was the Original cauſe of Loves Deſtruction in Man, to 
Entail Man uato himſelf, to become like himſelf, who hath no 
Love at all in his Spirit, to God or Man. 


Therefore the true Viſible Church, is only to be found in 
Legal Places of Worſhip, where God hath Recorded his Name, by 
Magiſtrates, with the Supreme Power in Love and Unity ; 
for without the Conſent oof the Magiſtrates, and Supreme 
Power, in Love and Unity ; For without the conſent of Mas 
gittrates and Sumpreme Pawers, God aoth not record. his Name 
any where ; for whereſoever he (who is called Love) doth Re- 
cord his Name, it muft be done with Love, and not in op- 
poſition to Love : It being faid by God, Exa. 20. 24. Is all 
places where I Record my Name, I will come unto them, and 1 
will bleſs them. Therefore God's Bleſſing cannot be expe&ed 
in that Aſſembly or Congregation, (where he dogh not rc- 
cord his Name) that deſtroys his Spirtt of Love, by being] in 
oppoſition to the legal Power of Magiltrates, as all Religions 
do at againſt the Legal Power that are in Engiznd, ex cepaing 
the Church of Eag/ead, where -anly decent: Ordec, wh ne- 
cefſacy Qragments and Cetemoares axe uſed; winhowe any! Su- 
perſtiti- 


perſtition, and that hath kepe it ſelf in Purity (rhroughougs* 
all Suilertngs trom the Apultles time) the neareit the Scer:prure 
Rule and Method, and the clearett from any breich of Gil? 
and Man's Laws, whols Dyctr.ns tends chiefly lur Elig 11» 
CIEcINent t9 the lyve of God 4nd Nan, thro! ubediciuce to their 
Commands, with Playing, Preachingand Teacling 1 a known 
Tongue ; tor the Edification of all Mz=n, good and bad ; and 
for living with each other in Unity, Peace and Quictneſs ; fol- 
lowing Peace witl all Men, and Holincls, without which uo man 
{tall fee the Lord, 


Yet for all which un.Jeniable Truth, there are thoſe who 
extreamly vary theretrom, uader precencs of being Chriſt's 
Vicar or Vicegerent oa Earth, do {contrary to . his Preſident 
ana Prec2pt) uſurp to themſelves the Temporal and Spiritual 
Power over all Chriltian Emperors, Kings and Princes, and 
Biſhops, excommunicating and dethroning them ; with abloly- 
wg Subjects trom their Oath of Allegiance, and Curſing all 
that beheve not 1a their Erroncous Principles of Faith ; whercs 
215 from the beginning it was ot ſo throughout all the Patriarchs 
uaro Meſes, who was the Supream Head over God's High- 
Prieſt, and to whom the deceat Order of Religion was firſt 
Urdained by God hinilelf, tor the unanimous Government of 
lis Select People, till Chritt ; who aſſumed no ſuch power unto 
Iimfelf, nor gave any Preſtdcnt or Precept for it to any one 
cile throughout all the Scripture ; nor alſo St. Peer, (from whence 
they derive their main Authority,) who delires for the Lords ſake 
to ſubmit your ſelves to the King the Supreme Head, and to fear 
God, and honour the King, 1 Per. 2. 13, 17. whoſe Dottrine they 
have convertcd to the making Kings and Princes fear and honour 
them, and are in direct oppolition to (the FunJlamental Principle 
of Rel:igion,) Chrilts Spirit, in love to God and Vin ; and the de- 
figncd intention thereof to follow Peace with all Men, by gaining, 
prelerving,nouriſhing, and — the laid Love toward God,

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and toward M an, whereby Chriſt*s Spirit may reign upon Earth,in 
Love and Unity, Peace and Quictuels, rhat Gods Will may be 
donc in Eirth as it is in Heater, 


And there are others who run wkoreing after their own inven- 
tions, to find out the Purity of Religion, one for Pal, another for 
Apolos ; and that makes all places alice for the Service of God 
and that pretends to obey God rather than Man ; although the 
Duty towards Gud doth chiefly conlift in the Dury towards Man: 
Theſe be thty who ſeparate tiemfelves, Senſua!, having not the Spirtt, 
Jude 19. who have 4 Form of Godlineſs, but denying the Pover theres 
of, ever learning, but never able to come to the knowledge of the Truth, 
2 Tim. 2. 5,7. who are all gone aſt-ay from Chrilts Spirit of 
Love, the Light that en/ightneth the World, which muſt lead 
all into Unity of Religion before the end thereof. 


For the Spirit of Chrilt's Love, is the White-ſtone in Rev. 
2. 17. which no Man knoweth, ſaving he that receiveth it ; thar 
is, when it ariſeth, and 1s received in Man, he will know, and 
find in himſelf an unexpreſſible Joy,/far above all worldly Aﬀetti- 
ons,) with extraordinary great Velight and Pleaſure in the con- 
templation of Heaven, aud in the ſervice and love to God more 
than to the World : And it is the Corner-ſtone from whence the 
Structure of the true Religion muſt be derived ; and it is alfo the 
only true Teſt to prove the Spirits of all Men and all Religions, 
whether they be good or bad. Therefore whatſoever is TranſaQ- 
ed by any Man, or by, and from the Doctrine of any Religion, 
that deſtroys Love, Duty and Obedience, either againft God, or 
Man, or their Laws and Commands, it doth murder, kill and 
deſtroy the Spirit of God in that Man, or in his Religion, from 
Terving God 1a the true Rel:gion, in Spirit and in Truth, viz. 
with Chriſts true heavenly Spirit in love to God and Man; for 
without that Spirit of Love, (it being quite extin& in Man,) 
0 Man can poſſibly live in the Body from diſtraQiion- and de- 
ſtroying 


ſtroying himſelf, if left to himſelf; and it is as impoſſible that 
any Man can be ſaved out of the Body ; for without Chriſt's 
Sprrit of Love, no Man can poſlibly be. ſaved; ir being tl:e 
1Trumpet that mutt, and will ſound in the*Ears of all Mankind,” 
to call, and awaken them from Death to Life, whoſe Spirits being 
Dead with Adam's decayed Spirit of Love, muſt be revived with 
Chriſt's quickning Spirit of Love, or cl{c of all Creatures, Man is 
the moſt miſerable. 

Therefore I beſeech you for the Lord's ſike, have 2 ſerious 
Conſideration to Examine and try your ſelves by the above 
{ſaid Teſt, whether there be in your Souls Chriſt's true and 
ſincere heavenly Spirit, in love to God and Man without a- 
ny defeion; and let every one repent and be converted to the 
Knowledge of the Lord ; For it is ſaid, rhe tim? comes that 
every one ſhall know the Lord, fr:m the le:ft to the greateſt, viz. 
that the Father, Scn, and Holy S-irit, a Trinity in one Spirit 
ſhall be found out, as certainly known in every Man's own 
ſelf by the Spirit of Truth, which ſpall lead you into all Treth : 
The Spirit of the Comforter, Chriſt's Spirit of Love which is 
in you, and is the only Spirit that will, or can fave you, and 
the only Comfort rhat none can take from you ; and the only 
undeniable Spirit wherewith to ſerve God in Spirit and in 
Truth. Theretore make haſte to the gaining the ſaid Spi- 
rit of Chriſt, through earneſt, violent and fervent Prayers ; for 
nothing elſe can preſerve your Souls from everlaſting Ruin, 
in perpetual darknels, in the horrid torturing Flames of Hell 
Fire, with the Devil and his Angels ; and noching can be more 
dreadful and terrible tor the rouzing up every one from their 
ſtupidly acquieſſing in the uncertainty of their own Salvation, 
and with all ſpeed to make their Calling and Eleficn ſure, by 
the infallible certainty thereot through Chriſt's Spirir, herein 
(oy divine Inſpiration) plainly demonſtrated for the fulfilling of 
Scripture, and that all Mankind concerned, delay not to re- 
deem themfclyes our of the Captivity of their confuled Babel ;
